City May Get 


Two More Officers 


The Danville police commission at 


its meeting yesterday recognized the 
need of putting into service two addi 
tional traffic officers for the city and 
the need of four police cars to be 
used in departmental work. 
Recom- 


mendations to the council were made 
providing for the additional tralBc of- 
ficers and the automobiles these to be 
presented at the next meeting of the 
council. 
At, the last cou/ncil meeting 
there was discussion of Danville's 
traffic problem and expressions from 
the floor were that there was need 
for additional traffic policemen. 
The 


council however, felt that any move 
towards that end should come from 
the police commissioners who yester- 
day lost no time in making the rec- 
ommendations. Prior to the formula- 
tion of the city's budget for the pres- 
ent fiscal year the addition of two 
more men for traffic was suggested 
but the appropriations for these of- 
ficers was eliminated. 
The four po- 


lice cars would be used for the three 
different reliefs and one for the traf- 
fic officers. 
The monthly expenditure 


in 
hiring taxicabs 
by 
the 
police 


amounts to about $200 and the com- 
mission feels that it could save money 
by owning cars . and having them 
ready for instant service. 
It is just 


possi'ble that the council will increase 
the fees which Danville car owners 
are now required to pay the city for 
registration of their cars and in this 
way it may be found possible by a 
slight increase to provide the salaries 
for the additional officers. 


The commission at its meeting yes- 


terday heard complaints filed against 
Police Officer O. W. Bates, charged 
with striking- James Thompson about 
two weeks ago, the charge being pre- 
ferred by Thompson. It was in evi- 
dence that Bates had arrested Thomp- 
son for a traffic violation and that in 
the police station, Thompson had ad- 
vanced in a threatening mamner to- 
wards the officer who struck him. The 
commission after hearing the 
evi- 


dence presented a reprimand against 
the officer.

Way Is Opened for 
Damaging Evidence 


In the Ward Trial 


Prosecutor Takes Defense 


by Surprise—Places Guns 
Surrendered by Defen- 
dant in Hands of Jury. 


(By Chlrairo Tribune Service.) 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept;. 21.— 


The state placed in the hands of Wal- 
ter S Ward's trial Jury here today 
the two guns surrendered by the de- 
fendant, with testimony from Police 
Chief Frank Cody, of New Rochelle, 
that both weapons are exactly simi- 
lar to those he presented to Ward 
some months before Clarence Peters 
was shot. 


Special Deputy Attorney General 


Thomas O'Xelll paved the way for 
the introduction of the guns by in- 
troducing the testimony of Ward's 
own 
counsel, 
Allan 
R. Campbell, 


whom the prosecutor placed on the 
witness stand. 


O'Keill took the defense by surprise 


and forced a/n opening for the admis- 
sion of most damaging evidence yet 
presented against the prisoner. 
So 


carefully prepared 
was the state's 


adroit move that Justice Robert F. 
Wagner cnerruled objection after ob- 
jection raised by the Ward defenders, 
meanwhile the air 
of nanchalance 


that has marked the appearance of 
the slayer of Peters since the open- 
i/ng of the trial abruptly disappeared 
to give place to his visible indication, 
of genuine concern 


As Campbell, Sheriff George J. Wer- 


ner, 
Chief Cody and Lieut. Eugene C. 


Roberts 
of the 
state 
police met 


O'Neill's barrage of questions, Ward 
moved about nervously m his seat/and 
with apparent anxiety held whispered 
consultations with State Senator Ell- 
wood M. Radenold and Samuel Miller 
of his legal staff 


Holding the blue steel Smith and 


Wesson revolver of .32 calibre, which 
he had forced Campbell to admit re- 
luctantly he had given to Sheriff Wer- 
ner -with the explanation that it had 
been used by Peters on the night that 
Ward killed him, O'Xeill asked Chief 
Cody. 


"I show you this exhibit and ask 


whether it looks exactly like the one 
you gave the defendant." 


Ex-.Tudg-e Isaac 
T<T Mills, chief of 


the Ward lawyers, jumped to his feet 
w ith an objection, which Justice Wag- 
ner overruled. 


Codj took the weapon and examin- 


ed it carefully, 
T rnmg it over and 
over 


"As I remember, it looks exactly 


'ike it," he answered slowly. 


Ward leaned forward to whisper to 


Attorney Miller. 
A tense silence had 


fallen over the crowded courtroom 
The deep peal of a church bell 'oiling 
for a funeral service came in through 
the open windows. 


The black Colt automatic of .38 


calibre, which Campbell had admitted 
spat the life-taking: bullet into the 
heart of Peters was In like manner 
identified by Cody. 


In answer to a series of questions 


concerning- 
Ward's 
marksmanship, 


Cody stated that he had seen the de- 
fendant shooting- In competition with 
members of the New Rochelle police 
department and that Ward hit the 
target with every shot, some of which 
were bulls' eyes. This was two weeks 
to a month before Peters was slain. 


The last time he saw Ward shoot 


Cody said that Word used the very 
weapon with which he has admitted 
he killed Peters. With the guns, a 
box of cartridges which flt Ward's 
gun and were given to Werner by 
Campbell at the time he turned over 
the weapons to the authorities were 
put In evidence over objections by 
Ward'* counsel. 


Other witnesses examined 
today 


were Deputy Sheriff Raymond A. Hill, 
finger print expert, who was instru- 
mental in identifying Peters; Conduc- 
tor Harry Miller, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, who testified he collected a rail- 
road ticket on May 15, 1922, which 
had been given to Peters when he left 
Paris Island, S. C., Earl N. Hardy, 
uncle of Peters, who admitted the 
youth had been in trouble a number 
of times for Joyridlng-; Corporal Wln- 
fleld S. Buzard and Sergeant Lvnn S 
Mays, both 
Marines, and Wm. I.

Following as closely as possible the 
movement of the opposing armies in 
the original battle of New ilarket, 
as that historic encounter is record- 
ed in the tragic story of the Civil 
•war, the marine corps east coast ex- 
peditionary force and caclets of the 
Virginia Military Institute today re- 
enacted the spectacle

Confederate capita! at Richmond. 


Bent with the years

SYMPTOMS AND CAUSES. 


(Baltimore Sun) 


Seeing the symptoms of the political 


unrest which hns gripped many of the 
mid-Western States is one thing. Diag- 
nosing the fundamental causes of that 
unrest is quite another In his inter- 
esting series of dispatches from cen- 
ters across the Mississippi Frank R. 
Kent gives readers of The Sun ample 
evidence of a great change in the po- 
litical psychology of many American 
voters. It is important to understand 
the reason for that change

Underlying the demand for agricul- 


tural relief measures, the experiment- 
al ventures into State Socialism, the 
State income tax and inheritance tax 
laws vhich arc finding their way into 
Western statute books there is a feel- 
ing that lies deeper than any belief 
that the big corporations have been 
profiting at the expense of working- 
class producers. It is the conviction 
that the nation is not ser\ ed b> two 
political organizations which have 
ceased to represenc anything funda- 
mental in the life of the people Both 
the Republican and the Democratic 
parties have ample historic justifica- 
tion. 
They stood for live and vital 


issues certainly up to the period of 
immense industrial expansion which 
follow«tl-trie Civil War, perhaps long~ 
er. But in lecent years they hivt 
ceased toj- have living significance* tt> 
such a degree that no man can today 
foretell which will take what side on 
any important issues in the coming 
presidential campaign. 


Alone of the great democracies of 


the world the United States has failed 
to rc\ ise its political organizations in 
accordance w ith the revision of life 
and thought bi ought about by the rise 
of the industrial era 
In every other 


country where soveieignty rests with 
the electorate political divisions now 
follow the natural divisions of thought 
on all matters of opinion. The natural 
reaction 
of the 
individual 
to any 


change is either conservative, liberal 
or radical. It is not Republican nor 
Democratic. 
And one might as well 


face the fact that until the old parties 
rome to stand for something which 
has borne meaning to the average 
voter, until political cleavage draws 
real instead of artificial distinctions, 
the whole vital business of politics 
will fall more and more into disre- 
pute.

On Roads of N. C. 


RALEIGH. N. C., Sept. 20—Writ- 


Ing In this month's 
issue 
of 
the 


North Carolina Highway bulletin, of- 
ficial publication of the State High- 
way Commissioner, A. L. Cornell, Jr., 
and G. B. Cooper, resident engineers 
employed by the commission, in an 
article appearing under tho heading. 
"Conquering a Sea of Sand," tells of 
tho progress of th« construction of 
ttate highway reute No. 30, which 
runs from Wilmington In a 
north- 
easterly direction toward 
Virginia's 


southern border line. 
"Beginning 
at 
Wilmington and 


running in a northeasterly direction 
through the towns of 
Jacksonville, 


New Bern, Washington. 
Williams- 


ton and 
Gatesville to the Virginia 


line." reads the article, that portion 
of the state highway system known 
as Route No. 30 presents many in- 
teresting features of 
highway con- 


struction, of 
which, the 
first 
50 


miles, known as the Wilmington and 
Jacksonville highway, will be dealt 
with in this article. 
' "Fender and Onslow counties tra- 
versed by this highway are situated 
in the extreme southeastern part of 
the state bordering on the Atlantic 
Ocean and by reason of this location 
are very sandy and poorly drained. 
This territory is sparsely settled ow- 
ing to the difficulties of transporta- 
tion which the construction of this 
' road will relieve in a large part. This 
•ectlon of the state was settled at an 
early date by people from the New 
Bern section on the north and from 
th« Cape Fear 
plantations on 
the 


south, who were probably attracted 
by the wonderful 
resources of the 
territory in the way of fish, oysters 
and game and also the great forests 
of virgin timber which at that date 
covered the whole coastal plain. 


"The.road practically runs paral- 


lel to the coast line at a distance of 
three to five miles or just far enough 
back to avoid the heads of numer- 
ous creeks and bays 
that jut 
out 


from the'sounds 
along 
the 
coast. 


These bays and creeks as filled with 
fish and oysters, and in the winter 
are the feeding grounds of thousands 
of wild duck and geese. These to- 
gether with 
numerous 
deer 
that 


roam the backwoods make this sec- 
tion a veritable "Sportsman's Para- 
dise." which the completion of this 
road will open up to the hunters and 
fishermen of this and other states. 
In this connection it would be a good 
Idea for state and county authorities 
to take steps to see that this game 
is not slaughteied as 
ruthlessly as 


the timber rebources have been. The 
•way this timber has been cut is a 
blot on our whole state. For miles 
after mile the road 
runs 
through 


cut-over land that judging from the j 
etumps -was a wonderful growth o£ 
long leaf pine and had it been prop- 
erly cut on a sane and conservative 
basis would have still been a, great 
source of wealth to the state. It is 
not too late yet to adopt a refores- 
tation plan and with the almost sub- 
tropical climate which the proximity 
io the gulf stream affords it would 
be only a few years before the tim- 
ber would be 
again 
a 
source of 


wealth to these counties. 
This sec- 


tion now lies dormant waiting for 
the stimulus which a modern high- 
way will undoubtedly give 
toward 


development.

sidered an experiment, no bids wen 
invited, an organization being per 
fected by the highway commission. 
The plant arrived the latter par 


of March and the first asphalt was 
laid in May. The work proved satis 
factory from the beginning, and i 
was decided to continue this type o: 
construction to Jacksonville and in 
order to expedite the work another 
plant was,-ordered about 
the

Both plants are now turning 


out asphalt and it is hoped that the 
road will be completed by the fal 
of 1924.

populated, a pavement 10 feet wid 
is being constructed. 
Should future 


traffic justify a pavement of greater 
width the present one can be easilj

This type of pavement has 


now passed the experimental stage 
Its advantages lies in Its cheapness 
and the utilization of local sand.

will convene for a new session, prob- 
ably -tomorrow. 
The Tribune cor- 


respondent is reliably informed that 
Chancellor Stresemann. will imme- 
diately present a most Important de- 
claration which he has beeft prepar- 
ing. 


It is expected that a considerable 


enlargement of Germany's last offer 
of 
30.000,000,000 
gold 
marks 
to 
France will be announced. 


It is further expected that unless 
great political changes occur. Chan- 
cellor Stresemann will formally an- 
nounce withdrawal of the passive re- 
sistance policy in the Ruhr. 
Papal Nuncio Pacelli, who was the 
Vatican's peace envoy to Berlin dur- 
ing the war, arrived here today after 
consultation with the Pope and call- 
ed upon Chancellor Stresemann. 


The Pope, it is stated, appealed to 


the chancellor to continue his peace 
efforts to the utmost. 


The Pope has heard that the Cath- 


olic population of the Ruhr and the 
Rhineland is suffering greatly, but he 
is more worried over the disorders 
which will come unless the French 
and Germans conclude speedy peace. 
Fearing guerrilla warfare, violence, 
and chaos in these Catholic zones, the 
Pope in the message given to the 
German goirernment by the Xuncio, 
encouraged every move, no matter 
how much rebuffed, toward an early 
solution of the problem. 


An American embassy official in- 


forms the Tribune no warning has 
been received from the Monarchist 
wing for the embassy families to 
leave Berlin on account of an im- 
pending monarchist outbreak as al- 
leged in tie Communist press.

little of financial matters. 
"Bank accounts have all the adv an- 
tages of the most attractive invest- 
ments. 
Among these may be men- 


tioned the following throe 
(1) Bank 


accounts are safe. 
Statistics would 


probably show that smaller 
losses 


come from bank accounts than from 
any other field of investment. 
(2) 


Bank accounts are vcrv liquid.—that 
is to say. w e can quickly get our 
money at any time 
Other forms of 


investment may be 'permanent' 
in- 


vestments. JIany of them are so per- 
manent that they cannot ho liquidated 
when desired. 
(3) Bank 
accounts 


offer a good opportunitv for specu- 
lative profit. This may «=eem a strange 
statement but let us examine it. 


"Tne leal opportunities to 
mak« 


money are throuch chancn=; that come 
to take partnerships, to make special 
purcnases or to 
do 
other 
things, 


which, if undertaken. oft"n brinir <=uc- 
cess. One never can tell when these 
opportunities will come but th«v no 
come to each fo us two or thrc" nm^a 
in the course of uor lives 
They al- 
most alwajfa require a cert.iin amount 
of capital. Perhaps the r*ew position 
offf-r"<I meins working for l"ss th.in a 
living ivap« for a v. bile.

terially since the low prices of ten | 
years ago 
For a great many years 


prices ran a'ong a certain level and 
people got into the habit of carrying 
about so much in their savings ac- 
count and a certain amount in their 
checking account 
All business men, 


from the large manufacturers to the 
humblest retailers, felt that a bank 
account of a certani si7e was ^about 
what he should carrj and he has fcel'd 
the same idea up to the present time. 
Yet. during the past ten jears. prices 
have increased from fifty to a hun- 
dred or more per cent , according to

tion to the contrary.

Foster Recalls 1907 World Series 


When Chicago Beat Detroit 


PITCHER SHINES 


WITH WILLOW

Agaiei the West was the scene of 


the world series in 1907 but the White 
Sox were nosed out for the champion- 
ship in the American League by the 
Detroit Tigers and it -was the latter 
team that faced the Chicago Cubs, 
who profited by their experience of 
the year before.

EXPERT TELLS 
HOW TO PROTECT 


GARDEN PLANTS 


READYTLLE. Mas* . Sept. 20. — 


Put a damp, warm air jacket on youi 
trirden plants if you want to protect 
them from frost this autumn. That is 
the adMce of Alexander McAdie, di- 
rector of the Blue Hill Observatory, 
who speaks ajs one with authority on 
the subject because of his success in j 
aiding orange grown™ in California | 
to keep their crops irom fretzins- 


"Your grandmother probably iov 


ed flowers and took good care 
of, 


them." said Director McAdie, who also 
is professor of meteorology at Har- 
vard. "She had the rljrht idea, when 
the cri«p early fall nights carne round, 
of "protecting-" the flower^ from frost 
by 
wrapping- 
newspapers 
aroun'l 


them carefully, pinning the paper so 
that there would be no gaps and wide- 
open places. In t'hi<5 way her plants 
would keep their blossoms until Octo- 
ber."But grandma did not know it all: 
we think we know a little more than 
the old lady did. We no'w wrap the 
newspaper around the plant just .as 
before, but after pinning it tightly 
we twist another sheet of paper into 
something like a rope about an inch 
thick "and pin it in place We then 
take a third sheet and wrap it around 
just as was done the first sheet. We 
now have an air space about an inch 
thick between the two wrappings and 
this air jacket prevents loss of heat. 
It is an excellent heat insulator. We 
have practically bottled up the in- 
side hot air around the plant, and if 
this is done about three o'clock in the 
afternoon it is almost as effective as 
keeping a small stove near the plant 
Also we should sprinkle the plant and 
the ground with water, sprinkle it 
well."before we wrap 
the 
papers 


around it. 
"With most flowers and small fruits 


the temperature has to fall four or 
five degrees below the freezing point 
and remain there for several hours 
before damage is done. Plants can 
be cooled to a point below freezing 
and yet if gradually warmed up, not 
injured. 
"So water the plants freely, cover 


them tiphtly. put an air jacket 
on 
them and after uncovering the next 
morning sprinkle again with water 
tha.t is rather cold. Don't use hot 
water. Anil snaclb the p'lans from tH'> 
sun for several hours. 
"Of course for garden truck, larger 


gardens and orchards, where the pro- 
tection of the crop is a commercial 
problem, it is more practical to cover 
with light weight cloth or use orchard 
heaters, oil pots, etc. Besides heating, 
the smoke ?ervs a screen or cover."
